The Elba City Council took ac- 


, “ion last week moving a step closer 


to selling a portion of the old school 
complex. 

There is approximately 54 acres 
in the property. This includes the 
former elementary, middle and high 
schools, as well as the football sta- 
dium and former superintendent’s 
office. 

The council heard Gene Eastburn 
explain a possible way of dividing 
the property into 11 parcels, selling 
some and retaining those the council 
wished to retain, Easiburm noted the 
plan gave each parcel access to a 
public road. 

At the request of Councilman 
John W. Sharpless, the old band 
room, presently being used by the 
Elba Singles Club, was drawn out as 
a 12th parcel. This will allow the 
city Lo sell (or otherwise use) the sur- 
rounding property but retain this 


area, 
Following. a lengthy discussion 
and some modifications to the orig- 
inal plan, the council instructed East- 
burn to go forward with securing ac- 
curate descriptions on four parcels of 
the property. They include the ele- 
mentary school; the middle school; a 
parcel between the elementary 
school and Cook Chevrolet and a 
small, narrow parcel across Dixon 
Street from the middle school (ac- 
tually behind Cook Chevrolet). 
Council member Earl McCollough 
abstained, noting he had never voted 
to sell any city owned property. 
These plans will be presented 
back to the city council, which must 
then set a sale date for the public 
auction and make plans to advertise 
the sale date. 
Council McCol-

lough wanted to withhold the parcel 
between Cook and the school. He re- 
minded the council of earlier plans 
to light this for teenage parking in an 
effort to draw them away from busi- 
ness areas where there have been

complaints of their littering and/or 
noise, 

Mayor Ricky Haywood noted this 
property should bring a good price 
and the money could be used to de- 
velop a park area elsewhere, 

No final decision was made on 
selling any of the property. Hay- 
wood said any sale date was at least 
three or four months down the road 
The council will retain the right to 
refuse any and all bids, even after 
deciding to officially offer the prop- 
erty for sale, 

McCollough then present the 
council with a proposal to seck state 
or federal funding to convert the for- 
mer high school auditorium and gym 
into a civic center complex. The plan 
he presented and asked council 
blessings for was addressed to Al- 
abama Governor Fob James. It es- 
timated the cost of the project at 
$1,500,000. It would include the au- 
ditorium and foyer area, adjacent 
rooms and gymnasium. 

The tentative name of the project 
is the Eris Freeman Paul Memori-

Hooks asked for and received au- 
Wonzauon tO hire aN additivial po- 
lice officer under the federal pro- 
gram which pays 75% of the salary 
and related costs. He said no federal 
money has been received, but they 
have ‘issued a “control number” for 
Elba to use when requesting re- 
imbursement of funds spent on the 
project. 

Hooks explained this is a three 
year program and after that time, all 
the cost would revert to the city. He 
explained that savings already re- 
corded in the police department bud- 
get would pay the 25% matching 
portion this year. 

Hooks told council members he 
had interviewed a female, ex- 
perienced law enforcement officer 
and was considering hiring her when 
they gave approval for the additional 
slot. 

Doris Taylor, director of the local 
public library addressed the council 
with a report of a $3,000 grant avail- 
able, also on a matching basis, Coun- 
cil members asked her to wait for of- 
ficial approval until the next council 
mecting to allow them time to re- 
view the budget and availability of 
funds. This would cost the city an 
additional $1,000, 

Mayor Haywood brought up the 
matter of attorney fees paid by the 
city, voicing his opinion that they 
were much to high and something 
must be done.

Howell Heflin to retire 
at the end of present term 


In reading a prepared statement 
before the U. S. Senate last Wednes- 
day, March 29, Sen. Howell Heflin 
announced that he was retiring, 

“I have decided not to seek ree- 
lection in 1996 and to retire from 
elective office at the end of my 
term,” said Sen. Heflin. “Simply put, 
the time to pass the torch to another 
generation is near.” 

Heflin stated that he had under- 
gone a series of medical examina- 
lions by specialists in recent months 
and that his overall health is good. 
They assured him that he faced no 
predictable crisis. 

The Senator said that he simply 
wanted to enjoy the remainder of his 
days living in his hometown of Tus- 
cumbia, Alabama, 

“It is a wonderful little town to be 
from and it is the best little town in 
America to go home to,” said Heflin, 

Prior to his being elected to the 
U.S. Senate, Heflin served as Chief 


Justice of Alabama for six years. 

At the completion of his present 
term, Heflin will have served eight- 
een years in the U.S. Senate. 

“I have endeavored to represent 
Alabama in a studied, impartial and 
fair-minded manner, My record cer- 
tainly indicates at least an indepen- 
dent streak,” said Heflin. 

“L hope Alabamians know that 
my decisions were based on posi- 
lions of what I thought were in the 
best interest of my state and nation.” 

He concluded with, “1 thank my 
Creator for the blessing ‘of health 
during my three score and thirteen 
years thus far, and for having the op- 
portunity to serve this great nation 
and my fellow citizens,”

Pay now or pay later? 


That’s a question we all Struggle 
with daily. To pay cash or use credit 
is a choice you have to make each 
time you buy. There are some advan- 
lages and disadvantages to buying 
now and paying later, but first let’s 
define credit. 

What is credit? Credit gives you 
buying power..It lets you have goods 
and services immediately in ex- 
change for a promise to pay later. 

Credit is today’s use of future in- 
come. When you use credit, you are 
saying for example that $100.00 to- 
day is-more valuable than $112.00 or 
$118.00 will be a year from now. 

You use credit for both goods and 
survices. Service credit is what you 
use for utilities, electricity, gas, wa- 
ter, and sewage. Service credit is 
also what you get when you use a 
credit card for such things as hotel 
bills. 

Should you use credit? Credit, 
when carefully used, makes life 
more enjoyable and comfortable. If 
misused, it can cause severe finan- 
cial problems. When you are trying 
to decide whether to pay now or pay 
later, you should consider all of the 
cost of credit. 

Credit Advantages: 1) You will 
nave more cash available for other 
purposes, Delaying payments for 
some goods and services will give 
you a greater share of your current 
income to use in the form of cash; 
2) Shopping is more convenient. 
There is no need to carry large 
amounts of cash with you when you 
shop; 3) You can use goods while 
paying for them. Credit makes it 
possible for many families to have 
Such things as washing machines, 
cars, televisions, and other applianc- 
es while paying for them; 4) You 
can get services before paying for 
them. Services such as utilities, tele- 
phone and newspapers operate on a 
credit basis; 5) You can use credit to 
lake care of emergencies, Many 
families use credit as their emergen- 
cy fund for unexpected costs such as 
medical problems and repairs. 

Credit Disadvantages: 1) Credit 
costs money, The money disadvan- 
tages of credit is the cost. First, you 
lose the interest on money in say- 
ings that you would have gained if 
you had saved before buying. Next, 
there is the finance charge. Finally, 
you may lose a possible cash dis- 

count; 2) You are tying up future in- 
come. When you use credit, you are 
living on money you expect to have 
in the future, If events change, such 
as losing or changing your job, high- 
er inflation, or a long illness, you 
will have less money than you 
planned to repay your debt; 3) You 
may find it easy to overspend so that 
you can’t meet your obligations, lm- 
pulse buying may be tempting be- 
Cause its easy LO say “charge it” and 
bill-paying me can seem far away; 
4) You may shop less carefully be- 
Cause of the ease of buying and re- 
turning merchandise on credit. To- 
day’s busy schedule may influence 
you to take the easier way so you 
don’t bother to plan before buying; 
5) You may lose the goods you buy 
On credit, your wages can be war 


nished, and your good credit raung 
can be damaged if bills are not paid 
as you agreed upon in the contract. 

Your Credit Capacity: Before de- 
ciding whether you should pay now 
or later, consider your credit capaci- 
ty. Credit capacity is the amount 
that you can afford to pay each 
month for credit purchases. Wise 
use of credit includes knowing how 
much you can pay. But you need to 
do more than just consider the 
monthly payments. Buying on credit 
involves certain promises. Here are 
just a few you are agreeing to: 

*Pay back the money you owe. 

*Make payments in specified 
amounts at stated mes. 

*In some cases, be forced to re- 
turn what you are buying if vou 
don’t make payments as scheduled. 

Ask yourself the following ques- 
“ons before deciding whether or not 
to use credit: 

*Do you really need it? 

*Do we need it now or can it 
wail? 

*What will be the extra cost of 
using credit? 

*Is having it now worth the extra 
cost of using credit? 

*Will we be able to handle an 
emergency if we commit money to 
this purchase?

Strawberries are the first crop to 
harvest each spring. There are not 
many treats more delicious or nutri- 
tious than fresh picked strawberries, 
In Coffee County we have several 
pick your own blueberry, blackberry, 
peach and even an oriental persim- 
mon orchard, But as far as my 
records show there are no commer- 
cial suawberry farms as yet. The 
closest strawberry farm is DeLoney 
Farms owned and operated by Mr, 
and Mrs, Bill DeLoney of Ozark. 
Their farm is located 3 1/2 miles west 
of Ozark on Highway 27 South, it is 
not farm from Enterprise. I was in 
their strawberry field the other day 
and the strawberries were just start- 
ing to ripen. Strawberry harvest 
should be in full swing by the sec- 
ond week of April. You may want to 
give them a call at 774-9918 or 774- 
8304 before traveling over. 

Strawberries grow well here, 
Chandler is the number one variety 
for black plastic production, Howev- 
er, there are a number of varieties for 
the home garden planted on the mat- 
ted row system, The strawberry bar- 
rel or suawberry pyramid work well 
also, We keep a list in the Extension 
Office of all of the pick-your-own 
fruit and vegetable farms in the area. 
This helps to answer many calls and 
requests that come to our office, If

Council declares emergency buys dump truck

The Elba City Council declared 
an emergency Monday evening and 
gave City Clerk Henry Clark author- 
ity to purchase a dump truck with 
taking bids. 

Clark requested the action, citing 
the fact the city is without a working 
dump truck. He explained it would 
take 10 or 12 weeks to take bids, and 
for the successful bidder to order a 
dump truck according to bid spec- 
ifications. 

The clerk said prices on dump 
trucks ranged from $32,000 to 
$40,000. He told council members to 
could purchase a truck in Enterprise 
for about $32,000 and have it work- 
ing within two weeks. 

The vote to declare the emer- 
gency was unanimous, Councilman 
Bill Brunson noted the street de- 
partment was below budgeted ex- 
penditures and could fund the pur- 
chase. 

Police Chief Maxwell Hooks re- 
ported the department responded to 
17 complaints during the past two 
weeks. They issued nine traffic cita- 
lions, including one for DUI. 

There were 14 criminal arrest and 
officers investigated two automobile 
accidents, with one injury. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 16 dogs. One was retumed to the 
owner and one was sold. 

Hooks reported on a meeting with 
the District Attorney’s office, deal- 
ing with the drug task force grant, 
funded through the DA’s office.

The Coffee County Commission 
wasted very little time in their regu- 
lar bi-monthly meeting Monday 
morning. Commissioners attended to 
county business in record time - thir- 
ty minutes, 

Only four items, besides the gen- 
eral business session, were listed on 
the meeting agenda. 

The majority of the meeting time 
was consumed by the opening of 
bids on equipment for the highway 
department and surplus vehicles and 
equipment. 


He recommended the council ap- 
prove resumption of the 75-25% 
funding as offered by the District At- 
torney. It would exclude Elba from 
sharing in the seizure and forfeiture 
funds until the DA’s office had re- 
couped the amount Elba received 
from the large drug bust made by 
State Trooper R. W. Whitworth. 

The council took no action. They 
asked Mayor Ricky Haywood for a 
recommendation and he said he 
didn’t have one at this time. Hay- 
wood will report back to the council 
on this matter at a later date after he 
checks with ADECA, which funds 
the grant. 

Monthly bills totaling $12,527.15 
were approved for payment. This in- 
cluded $4,296.68 for equipment re- 
pairs and parts; $414.73 for asphalt 
mix; $284.20 for sewer solvent and 
$548.08 for street signs. 

Fredrick Hamilton, of Southeast 
AL. Regional Planning Commission 
reported to the council that the 
$344,500 projeet to install automatic 
pumps off Putnam Street was pro- 
gressing. He said the city would 
have to match with $86,125, but 
most could be “in kind.” 

The pumps would be to get po- 
tential flood waters over the. levee 
during times when Pea River is high 
and the butterfly flood gates under 
the levee closed. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
gave a finance committee report and 
recommended the council fund two 
projects. 

The public library is eligible for a 
$3,000 grant, which would cost the 


cily $1,000. Brunson noted the li- 
brary was below budget and the city 
could fund the project. It was ap- 
proved unanimously, 

Friends of Ft. Rucker had re- 
quested funds to help save Rucker 
from the federal closure commis- 
sion, Brunson said the budget could 
handle up to $2,500 for this purpose. 
His recommendation was that the 
Water and Electric be asked to con- 
tribute to the $2,500, 

Haywood recommended the 
council go along with the suggestion 
of the finance committee. he also 
challenged the Chamber of Com- 
merce and local merchants to match 
this $2,500. 

The council voted to fund the pro- 
ject on a motion by John W, Sharp- 
less. However Sharpless asked that 
the city clerk check with the Al- 
abama League on the validity of this 
use of funds before writing a check. 

Reverend Aubury Williams was 
appointed to a full five year term on 
the Elba~School Board. He is pres- 
enuy serving the unexpired term of 
Mrs. Shirley Belcher, who resigned 
when she moved out of the school 
district. 

Ronnie Young and Marty Catrett 
were appointed to the Industrial De- 
velopment Board, replacing Mickey 
Murdock and Sam Collier.

The former Coffee County Judge 
of Probate, Marion B. Brunson, was

Under the new pay scale which 
will become effective May Ist, a 
rookie officer will receive $5.50 per 
hour. Under the present scale, he or 
she receives $5.32 per hour. 

A part-time police officer or tem- 
porary officer will be paid $5.48 per 
hour. Permanent officers will get 
$5.75 per hour as opposed to $5.38 
previously paid. 

Once an officer attends and suc- 
cessfully completes the police acade- 
my, he will be paid $6.00 per hour. 
Under the old pay scale, the pay was 
$5.48. 

When a police officer receives in- 
toxilizer certification, their pay in- 
creases to $6.25 per hour. Under the 
old scale the figure was $5.53 per 
hour, 

Presently, a lieutenant with the 
department receives $5.80 per hour 
and $6.52 if intoxilizer certified. The 
new pay scale increases these figures 
to $6.52 and $6.80 respectively. 

Chief Driggers’ report to the 
council of his department’s activity 
for the past month consisted of the 
following: 6 complaints answered, 2 
arrests made, 3 accidents investigat- 
ed, and issued 13 traffic citations.

ness, the council passed and signed 
two resolutions, 

The first resolution was to enter 
into a contract with Pash & Co. to 
collect the town’s sales tax. A repre- 
sentauve from the company present- 
ed a proposal to the council in the 
March 6 meeting. The terms of the 
agreement between the town and 
Pash is per that proposal. 

Resolution number two was to 
proceed with the application for a 
grant to improve the town’s sewer 
system. Ewing-Conner & Asso- 
ciates, Inc. (Eric Johnson, project co- 
ordinator) is handling the grant ap- 
plication process. 

The total amount of funds being 
requested by the town is 
$412,500.00. The town’s matching 
share of the grant will be $150,000, 
which will be borrowed from FHA. 

Town officials estimate that the 
sewer rates per household will in- 
crease to $14.71 should the grant be 
approved and a loan be necessary. 

The resolution also gave Mayor 
Holley the authority to act as the 
town’s agent in signing all necessary 
paperwork to receive the Communi- 
ty Development Block Grant. 

Other action taken by the council 
consisted of the following:

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Elba BOE strengthens grading system

The Elba City School Board took 


action last week to join many other 
schools and strengthen the grading 
system. 

Beginning next year, to earn an 
“A” a student must make 92 or 
above, 83 to 91 will result in a “B” 
while grades from 74 to 82 will 
show up as a “C”, If the grade drops 
into a range of 65 to 73 it will be a 
“D” and below 65 will result in 
those one legged A’s, commonly 
called an “F”, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
said a committee of parents and 
teachers had studied the change and 
accepted it, 

Previous grades will be “grand- 
fathered in” he explained, thus not 
hurting students with lowered 
grades, 

Pearce assured board members 
that testing would not be “watered 
down” to help students maintain the 
higher grades, He explained the 
change is necessary to match with 
other grading scales across the na- 
tion,
